extended to Monday night, April 
12. 


One of the questions The Star 


cleared up by telephone to the 
assessor's office this morning 
was this: Does a car owner have 
to assess twice, when he gets his 
auto license and again on the 
statutory April 10th deadline? 
The answer is No—you assess 
but once. 


If you have a current auto 


license, issued, we will say, last 
July, you were required to assess 
the car at that time—and you are 
not required to assess again on 
Monday. 


But do make sure that the car 


is actually assessed; otherwise 
you could be penalized.

PARIS (AP) - The Viet-

"President Nixon has renewed 


his call for serious negotiations," 
U.S. Ambassador David K. E. 
Bruce told the 108th session of 
the Paris peace talks. "I await 
your positive and constructive 
response. An early peace in 
Vietnam and an early end to the

demands 
no 


less." The North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong response was to 
reiterate its old demands for a 
complete withdrawal of U.S. 
troops from South Vietnam.

namization, announced a slight 
increase in monthly U.S. troop 
withdrawals and gave assurance 
that "American involvement in 
this war is coming to an end."

Calley Reaction Shows 
Public Insight Into 
the Processes of Evil

NEW YORK (AP) — Several 


noted theologians say the wide- 
scale reactions against the Cal- 
ley verdict reflect a sharpening 
public insight into the collective 
processes of evil, and a painful 
recognition 
of 
general 
in- 


volvement in it. 


"What people are saying is 


that the case doesn't get at the 
real devil in this thing," says 
the 
Rev. 
Richard 
A. 


McCormick of Chicago, presi- 
dent of the Catholic Theological 
Society of America. 


"They're bringing out an un- 


derlying 
sense 
of 
national 


guilt." 


The scholars say this in- 


dicates a heightened awareness 
of the social dimensions of mor- 
al failings, even if only subcon- 
sciously, but they state it also 
tends to obscure a basic reli- 
gious corollary—the responsi- 
bility of each individual for his 
acts. 


"This is the heart of human 


dignity and it was at stake in 
the Calley case," says Rabbi 
Dr. Abraham Heschel of New 
York's Jewish Theological Sem- 
inary of America, one of the 
country's leading Jewish think- 
ers. 


He says the outcome was a 


"triumph for America" in up- 
holding the concept of individ- 
ual responsibility. "The mo- 
ment you deny a person's re- 
sponsibility for action and his 
freedom to act or disobey, you 
destroy the dignity of man." 


But the military court, in 


convicting Lt. William L. Cal- 
ley Jr. for killing 22 civilians at 
My Lai, provided a "great 
service to America" in main- 
taining 
that principle, 
even 


though the "primary blame" 
rests with those responsible for 
the war, Dr. Heschel says. 


Other theologians, both Pro- 


testant and Catholic, agreed in 
interviews that the premise of 
personal 
accountability 
was 


basic to the religions view of 
man's individual significance, 
no matter how overwhelming 
be any system, its corrupting 
influences or military orders. 


But they also said the exten- 


sive' objections in the Calley 
case showed a growing, realiza- 
tion, though 
often 
unarticu- 


lated, of corporate involvement 
in wrongdoing, and people's un- 
willingness to pretend to ab- 
solve themselves by blaming 
one person—as less sensitive

Terrorists 
Bomb Saigon 
Night Spot 


SAIGON (AP) - 
Viet Cong 


terrorists bombed a crowded 
riverfront nightclub in downtown 
Saigon Thursday night, then 
from across the river turned 
automatic weapons fire on 
survivors stumbling through the 
club's demolished front wall. 


A U.S. military spokesman 


said one American serviceman 
and a Vietnamese 
girl were 


killed and 12 Americans and four 
other Vietnamese were woun- 
ded. 


The bombing of the popular 


CBC Club, which featured acid 
rock music by Vietnamese 
musicians, was one of two such- 
terrorist incidents within 24 
hours in South Vietnam. Military 
spokesman said a terrorist bomb 
exploded Wednesday night at a 
military hospital in the northern 
coastal city of Da Nang, killing 
one South Vietnamese soldier 
and wounding 20 others. 


On Indochina's battle fronts, 


heavy fighting continued around 
South Vietnam's besieged Fire 
Base 6 in the Central Highlands 
where military spokesmen said 
320 Communists were killed 
Wednesday.

Cambodia, 


Communists overran a govern- 
ment battalion in a battle 
Wednesday southwest of Phnom 
Penh. The UPI bureau manager 
in Phnom Penh, Catherine M.

MOSCOW (AP) — Delegates to 


the 24th congress of the Soviet 
Communist party met in a secret 
session Thursday to select the 
men who will guide his nation in 
the 1970s. 


Only the 4,943 voting delegates 


to the Congress were allowed to 
assemble in the Kremlin Palace 
of Congresses for the election of 
the party's 360-member central 
committee, which in turn picks 
the il-man ruling politburo. The 
101 Communist and 
leftist 


delegations from 90 countries 
had to await the results outside. 


Observers expected no change 


in the ruling troika of party 
General Secretary 
Leonid I. 


Brezhnev, Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin and President Nikolai 
V. Podgorny. But they foresaw a 
substanial turnover in the 
central committee. 


The results of the voting are 


expected to be announced Friday 
just before the congress closes. 
Since March 30, the delegates 
have listened to speech after 
speech praising the party's 
successes over the past five 
years and outlining plans for the 
future. 


The delegates, selected by 


party organizations all over this 
vast land, have broad powers— 
on paper. Besides electing the 
poliburo and central committee, 
they have the right to formulate 
basic party doctrine and to 
decide "The most important 
questions of Communist con- 
struction."

"In an odd way, it has made

They called their ballot box

"Berkeley is at least five

"This could serve as a blue- 
print for other cities with the 
same basic makeup as Ber- 
keley." 


The coalition's third victory, 


D'Army Bailey, 29, also a Ne- 
gro lawyer, said, "The kinds of 
changes we are talking about 
are 
revolutionary." 
He de- 


clared his first step would be to 
demand ouster of the police 
chief for being "out of step 
with the times."

MOBILE, Ala. (AP)—Ala- 


bama's antiriot law was de- 
clared unconstitutional 
today 


by a three-judge federal court. 


The ruling was on an appeal 


by civil rights activist Stokely 
Carmichael and William Stuart 
House, who were arrested in 
Selma, Ala., during a racial 
disturbance in November, 1966. 


The court rejected the anti- 


riot law as too vague to be con- 
stitutional and directed 
that 


prosecution of the two under 
the statute be stopped. 


Carmichael and House were 


convicted in Selma Recorder's 
Court later that month of vio- 
lating the law. They appealed 
to Dallas Circuit Court and lat- 
er went into federal court on a 
motion to have the statute 
ruled unconstitutional. 


The three judges said the 


criminal proceedings 
against 


the two civil rights leaders was 
harassment in an effort to pre- 
vent their participation in a lo- 
cal political campaign. 


The decree was handed down 


by U.S. Circuit Court Judge 
John C. Godbold of Montgom- 
ery and U.S. District Court 
Judges Daniel H. Thomas and 
Virgil Pittman, both of Mobile. 
The case was tried in Selma in 
1967. 


At the time of their arrests, 


Carmichael and House were 
campaigning on the streets of 
Selma for the election of a slaie 
of black candidates in a local 
election in neighboring Low- 
ndes County. 


The 
panel's 
ruling 
said: 


"This statute fails to meet con- 
stitutional standards because of 
its vagueness and overbreadth. 
As written, the statute is an 
easy vehicle for the suppression 
of unpopular causes and ac- 
tions."

Don't 
be too impressed 


that more than $1 billion in 
federal funds and foods is 
^oing to bolster the nutrition 
of the nation's children. Kven 
though this sum is 25 per 
cent more than the $754 mil- 
lion earmarked last year, it 
is far from what is actually 
needed. 


This year $750,000 will be 


spent for nutrition education 
and training. But (lie amount 
is so small only a beginning 
can be made. 


Christine Justin, head of 


the U.S. Agriculture Depart- 
ment's food utilization and 
training aids section of the 
Food and Nutrition Services, 
says: 


"We prepare training ma- 


terial for use by all persons 
involved in the school lunch 
program. That means buying 
guides, fact sheets and spe- 
cial instructions." She adds, 
"We evaluate foods for use 
in the program, test formu- 
las for mixes and check for 
n u t r i t i o n a l 
standards. 


Though we don't have any 
policy yet about substitute 
foods, we do favor the use 
of a soybean product which 
can be eaten cold in schools 
without 
cooking facilities. 


For example, a cake is rich 
in protein and vitamin C 
and the little children seem 
to like it." 


Miss Justin, whose experi- 


ence 
includes work with 


state experimental stations, 
as a federal food grader, as 
a community nutritionist and 


a Navy food service expert, 
believes the attempt to up- 
grade the food program will 
help a lot. 


The young Aids Section has 


arranged for five seminars 
;it land grant colleges. About 
500 local supervisors selected 
by the states will attend. 


'The changing eating hab- 


its of children are a cause 
of 
worry," 
she explains. 


"Actually, today's habits are 
worse tlian five years ago. 
Snacking all the time may be 
one 
explanation. 
Another 


may be that fewer families 
sit'down together for a meal. 
It is part of our job to get 
more nutrition information 
to the parents." 


Any child from a family 


with an income at or below 
the national income poverty 
guidelines is entitled to a 
lunch, either free or at a 
reduced price (not to exceed 
20 cents) in a school that is 
receiving f e d e r a l 
school 


lunch cash or commodity as- 
sistance. 


But many needy children 


avoid asking for a free lunch 
through pride or embarrass- 
ment. That is why so many 
legislators a n d 
educators 


hope to see the school lunch 
free and a free breakfast for 
everyone. An ill-fed child is 
dulled, lower in stamina and 
less productive.

The Bucks earned their berth

in seven games. Milwaukee has 
been resting up for the second 
round since last Sunday while 
the Lakers didn't finish off 
Chicago until Tuesday night. 


During the season Coach 


Larry Costello's Bucks disposed 
of the Lakers by scores of 117- 
100, 
113-88, 122-88 and 112-97 


before Los Angeles turned the 
tables in the final meeting, 
beating Milwaukee at its own 
defensive game. 


However, that loss was the one 


that set Milwaukee off on its 
record breaking 20-game win- 
ning streak. 


During the regular 
season 


Milwaukee shot at a 47.1 per cent 
clip for an average of 111.4 
points per game against the 
Lakers while Los Angeles shot 
only 39.7 per cent and averaged 
97.8 points against the Bucks.

Pro Sports Drafts: Who Benefits? 


Spencer Haywood 


He started something.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Colleges and professional sports 


leagues have worked together—"conspired" might be 
closer—to restrict the freedom of choice of young athletes. 


The situation has been publicized and may in time be 


changed by the Spencer Haywood case. Haywood, the 
first of what appears a growing group of college under- 
graduates to sign pro contracts with the American Bas- 
ketball Association, has highlighted a basic conflict be- 


tween the laws of the land 
and the laws of the Nation- 
al Basketball Association 
and National F o o t b a l l 
League. (The latter two be- 
ing aided bv tne tacit aP~ 
proval of the colleges.) 


The NBA and the NFL 


have refused to draft col- 
lege players whose class 
has 
not 
yet 
graduated. 


Whether the athlete him- 
self graduates after 
four 


years has never been of 
much concern to the pro 
leagues. The ABA, mean- 
while, struggling to stay 
financially alive, is trying 
to get whatever talent it 
can "to challenge the NBA 
and effect a merger. 


The draft rule has bene- 


fited the NBA and NFL. It 
has benefited the colleges. 


It is much more questionable how much it benefited those 
few athletes who could—or who could have—received 
large bonuses or contracts to turn professional when they 
were sophomores or juniors in college. Or, for some, right 
out of high school. 


The significant point is that supremely gifted young 


athletes did not have a choice. Nothing like this cozy 
arrangement between colleges and pro leagues exists in 
other areas. For example, ii a college sophomore major- 
ing in journalism can latch on to a newspaper job, that 
fellow has a prerogative. The paper does not say that 
the candidate cannot be hired until his class graduates— 
whether or not he receives a degree. What industry that 
relies more on talent than on academic book learning 
would be that arrogant? There are in fact two. 


The draft rule has benefited the pro leagues: They have 


in the colleges a minor league which they need not sub- 
sidize. Also there is a convenient line of demarcation for 
drafting which helps keep a balance of league competi- 
tion. 


The colleges benefit in keeping $1 million intercollegiate 


programs stable. Outstanding athletic teams bring glory 
to the school, which is a source of pride to alumni who 
are prospective donors. 


Haywood's case has been settled out of court. But a 


test case concerning the four-year rule may yet arise 
which will determine the course of the drafts, unless the 
leagues do it themselves. 


"We are constantly Devaluating our draft rules," said 


NBA commissioner Walter Kennedy. "We anticipate that 
future drafts may have to be conducted under different 
rules. What the changes will be I cannot predict." 


Pete Rozelle, commissioner of the NFL, was a bit more 


testy: "I can't believe a practice that is for the protec- 
tion of the colleges could be legally ruled invalid. If it 
would be, of course, it would no doubt destroy college 
football and basketball." 


His fears were echoed by University of Mississippi 


basketball coach Robert Jarvis, whose star, sophomore 
Johnny Neumann, has signed a reported $2 million con- 
tract with Memphis of the ABA. Said Jarvis: 


"I feel the pros should have waited until a boy's grad-

uating class finished. They are going to wreck a lot of 
good college programs if they don't." 


They also could wreck some good college coaching sal- 


aries, which often thrive in high-pressure intercollegiate 
athletics. 


Spencer Haywood has said, "The college gets a good 


player or two and all it thinks about is winning teams 
and packed gyms and money flowing in from all sides. 
Nobody thinks of the player himself." Except the pros, 
who are watching him mature, expense-free. 


One highly placed pro basketball official said, "The 


original concept was that the player who decided to enter 
college presumably wanted to remain there. And tne 
draft was instituted to prevent his being lured off cam- 
pus by a pro offer." (Of course, the player had been 
lured onto: the campus by recruiter-salesmen.) 


The official line of the pros comes under suspicion by 


studies made which show that, for example, only about 
one-half of all pro basketball and football players re- 
ceive degrees with their classes. 


This is not a plea to keep exceptional athletes put of 


college. In fact, the abolishment of the "four-year 
rule 


could affect only a few, the Alcindors, the Maraviches, 
the Gilmores, the Neumanns. 


Of course, these millionaires can spend their money 


any way they want. Night school, say, for an Alcindor, an 
Eldorado for a Ralph Simpson. College is for those who 
want it, and can hack it. The same for pro ball. 


It should not matter if that star is a "hardship" case or 


not, whether he is being offered $1 million or not. He 
should be given a freedom of choice, which is what our 
country is supposed to be all about.

Coody Is

AUGUSTA, Ga — Char- 


lie Coody, who remembers well 
how 
fast three strokes can 


disappear 
on the Augusta 


National golf course, said after 
shooting his six-under-par 66 to 
lead the 
first round of the 


Masters Thursday that it "just 
put me in a real good position." 


The 33-year-old Coody of 


Abilene, Tex., is the same young 
man who found himself in the 
lead in the helter-skelter final 
round of the 1969 Masters as he 
walked to the 16th tee. He isn't 
likely to forget what happened 
next—he bogeyed all three holes 
and finished two strokes behind. 


"There's 54 more holes to go," 


said the tall, laconic Texan when 
questioned after taking his 
opening-round three-stroke lead. 


"Yes, I'm a little charged up 


about it," he admitted. "As a 
matter of fact, I felt so good 
there at the end, I said to my 
caddy that 1 wished it was a 72- 
hole marathon—you know, that 
we could play right through." 


Coody, tall and dark-haired, 


has enjoyed indifferent success 
in his career as a player on pro 
golf's tour. He's won only two 
tournaments since joining the 
tour in 1963, and the last of those 
victories was in 1969. He ad- 
mitted that, other than that 1969 
Masters, he's never been a 
really strong contender in any 
major championship. 


"In a couple of PGAs and a 


couple of Opens, I was in pretty 
good position going into the final 
round," he recalled. "But I 
never got that big good round 
that you need to win." 


Unlike that bogey barrage that 


sank him in '69, Coody didn't 
have a single bogey in Thur- 
sday's opening round—just 12 
pars and six birdies, on the 
second, eighth, 10th, 13th, 14th, 
and 15th holes. It was those three 
in a row in the middle of the back 
nine'that broke open the tight 
battle for first place.

He admits 
it hasn't been a particularly 
good year for him so far. 


"Actually, I think I've been 


playing better than I've been 
scoring," he said. "Every year I 
seem to run into a period when 
my putting is sub-par, or what I 
consider sub-par, for a while. 
That's the way it was early this 
year. But I really putted well in 
the National Airlines Open, and 
that has given me a great deal of 
confidence in my puting here."

federal government plans to 
analyze air at isolated points 
around the globe to determine 
if man is fouling the atmos- 
phere enough to cause a ca- 
tastrophic change in world cli- 
mate. 


Plans are in the works to es- 


tablish five more international 
clean-air monitoring stations in 
addition to one already oper- 
ating on an inactive volcano at 
Mauna Lao, Hawaii. 


Officials said the need for in- 


creased monitoring of clean air 
became more urgent when the 
Hawaiian station detected a 
sharp jump in the amount of 
carbon dioxide in the atmos- 
phere in the last few years. 


Scientists 
have 
expressed 


fears a large increase in car- 
bon dioxide could produce a 
"greenhouse effect" and lead to 
a warming of the earth which 
could result in melting of the 
polar ice caps.

option" selling. 


This ingenious method of 


overcoming sales resistance 
simply announces that you 
have bought something, and 
are required to pay for it, 
unless you fight back. 


Your chances of being neg- 


ative-optioned are very good 
since about 10 million con- 
sumers are currently on the 
list for this treatment. 


I can tell you from per- 


sonal experience how nega- 
tive-option selling works. To 
begin with, you see an ad for 
books, phonograph records, 
fruit, flowers, wine, what- 
ever. Books, in my case. It's 
a club plan, and to get you 
signed up they offer two or 
three desirable books at vir- 
tually giveaway p r i c e s . 
There's no need, it says, to 
buy X number of books per 
year, thereafter. 


But once you're a "mem- 


ber" (victim?), you are sent 
and b i l l e d for something 
every month, unless you vig- 
orously resist. A n o t i c e 
comes: "You will shortly be 
sent this month's club selec- 


• tion, 'Memoirs of a Teen- 


, Age Sex Fiend,' unless the 


enclosed refusal is returned 
to us within 10 days." 


Ten days? It is not un- 


known, of course, for the 
post office to study a piece 
of mail that long before de- 
livering it. That aside, if you 
are on vacation or you're 
just a type who lets mail 
accumulate for a few days— 
you have bought a book, rec- 
ord or whatever, w h e t h e r 
>ou wanted it or not. 


And you will pay for it.

It is an unwarranted nuis- 


ance — an expensive nuis- 
ance, because inevitably you 
fail to get some of the re- 
fusals back in time — and 
it's a shoddy way of Joint;

on. Where were you when we 
needed you? 


One school of thought holds 


that the American consumer 
will take a n y t h i n g lying 
down. According to one social 
psychiatrist, Prof. Ari Kiev of 
Cornell, we've been condi- 
tioned to believe that it's fu- 
tile to complain, that one in- 
dividual can't buck the rules 
and regulations. So you just 
lie down and take it. 


Is that a pretty fair de- 


scription of you, as a con- 
sumer'.' Or do you still be- 
lieve it pays to fight back? 


It just one victim in 100 of 


negative-option selling would 
write an angry letter to the 
Federal Trade Commission, 
W a s h i n g t o n , D.C., there 
would be an avalanche of 
100.000 angry letters,
